at times made hi^ addresses to a jury

confines of our state. 


While a student of Dickinson Semi- 


nary, Mr. Murray joined the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church and from that 
time to the day of his death was a 
consistent member of that 
church. 


When he came to Clearfield in May, 
1868, he became a member of the 
Clearfield (now Trinity) 
Methodist 


Episcopal church. 
In the church as 


n his profession he was soon recog- 
nized as a leader. ' In 1876 he ;was 
elected a Trustee o-f his church, and 
continued to 
hold 
that 
important 


church office to the Say of his death. 
In 1878 he was made chairman of 
the Board of Trustees and held that 
position until 1910 when the state of 
his health lead to his voluntary resig- 
nation. 
Upon joining the church he 


became a member 
of the 
Sunday 


School and was at the time of his 
death the oldest member of Trinity 
Methodist Episcop^ Sunday school 
in point of continuous membership. 
In January. 1874, Mr. Murray orga- 
nized the Bible Clstsa which bears his 
name, and was the teacher of that 
Bible Class until his death.

through the wall of his cell into the 
woman's ward with the evident ex- 
pectation of making his way to liber- 
ty from there.

and the

face two penitentiary charges insaead 
of one when the next tcim of Crim- 
inal Court arrives.
